SUBJECT: Department of Defense Response to National Security Council Argentina 
Declassification Project 


This memorandum provides a summary of the Department of Defense’s (DoD) 
participation in the Argentina Declassification Project. The June 13, 2016 task directed agencies 
to search for records relating to human rights abuses committed in Argentina from January 1, 
1975 through December 31, 1984 and review responsive records for public release. The DoD 
Chief Information Officer (CIO) tasked DoD Components to complete a search and review of 
their records holdings. 


Under the oversight of the Office of the Director for Defense Intelligence 
(Counterintelligence, Law Enforcement & Security), Office of the Under Secretary of Defense 
for Intelligence, the Records, Privacy, and Declassification Division (RPDD), Washington 
Headquarters Service (WHS) served as the project lead to coordinate the responses from all DoD 
Components. RPDD distributed the Presidential Task and the accompanying DoD CIO 
memorandum to DoD Components including a 19-page comprehensive list of key terms (TAB 
A). RPDD also advised DoD components to provide specific information about their search, 
identify the office responsible for the search, and to search both their electronic systems and 
paper records series. 


In response, the Heads of DoD Components assembled staff, including records managers, 
historians, freedom of information specialists and declassification specialists, and developed a 
plan to complete the task. Each Component used search strategies tailored to their specific 
missions and record-keeping systems. Searches were focused on those record series determined 
to likely contain responsive records in paper files and electronic document files on classified and 
unclassified systems. In determining responsiveness, DoD evaluated records erring on the side 
of inclusiveness. Records determined to be responsive were reviewed for public access on a 
word-for-word basis, using standards established in section 3 of Executive Order 13526, 
“Classified National Security Information,” and common public release standards agreed to by 
all participating agencies. 


Overall, DoD located 872 records totaling approximately 11,302 pages. DoD 
declassified 217 records in full consisting of 3,360 pages, declassified 540 records in part 
consisting of 7,142 pages (589 pages from this set were withheld in full and therefore were 
excluded from the partially released total). Further, 115 records were fully withheld from release 
totaling 211 pages. DoD assigned more than 240 personnel and spent more than 13,000 hours 
working diligently to complete the task. 


A list of all DoD Components that conducted searches and whether responsive records 
were found is at TAB B. The individual summaries of the processes and the methodologies used 
by the DoD Components that had responsive records, the staff and time involved in the search, 
and a list of all record series searched, along with the results are provided in TABS C-J. Should 
you have any questions, please contact Mrs. Donna Rivera at 703-692-3729 or 
donna.e.rivera.civ@mail.mil.

OSD/WHS SUMMARY OF ACTIONS -—- 
ARGENTINA DECLASSIFICATION PROJECT 


This document provides a summary of the OSD/WHS search for and declassification review of 
records relating to human rights abuses during Argentina’s “Dirty War’, as requested by the 
National Security Council, Chair of the Records, Access and Information Security Policy 
Coordinating Committee. As directed, we utilized search strategies tailored to OSD’s specific 
missions and record-keeping systems. Our staff conducted searches that erred on the side of 
inclusiveness, searching both electronic and hard copy files in classified and unclassified 
systems. 


Search Methodology (search terms, date range, and records series 

Through CATMS tasking by the DoD CIO, the OSD/WHS, Records, Privacy, and 
Declassification Division (RPDD) distributed the task to OSD and DoD Record 

Managers/A gencies and asked that they conduct a search of their records to identify potentially 
responsive records (see attached DoD CIO Tasking). OSD records managers conducted 
searches, inclusive of paper and electronic records associated to Records Group 330 
encompassing OSD Components, the OSD Historian, OSD/JS FOIA Office, the Office of 
Prepublication and Security Review, and the holdings of the National Archives - (National 
Declassification Center (NDC) and Washington National Records Center (WRNC)). Although 
this request was inclusive to all OSD Components, RPDD specifically targeted our search 
request to OSD Components that would potentially hold responsive records. RPDD also 
searched the OSD SF-135 database in coordination with the OSD Executive Archive (a records 
repository for high-level OSD offices that contains over 40 million pages) for responsive 
documents. 


The approximate total number of hours worked for the Argentina effort: 


e 3,500 hours 

e 17 Contractors 

e 3 OSD/WHS Government Employees 

e 3 OSD Historian Government Employees 


Records Deemed Responsive (summary of content) 

Attached is a list of records OSD deemed responsive to the search and identifying information as 
to their locations within our records. Overall, OSD located 300 responsive documents totaling 
8,673 pages. Of the 8,673 total pages, 3,728 pages were determined responsive to the 
Presidential Tasking and therefore processed for public release. 





Results are as follows: 


e OSD Components: No responsive records were found in current holdings; potentially 
due to the age and having been retired at WNRC. 

e OSD Historian: The OSD Historian initially searched through their archival holdings and 
their oral history program using the key words provided and found no responsive 
documents. However as a result of working closer with NSC staff & RPDD, the 
Historian’s Office recommended to search additional boxes held at WNRC to RPDD 


within accessions previously reviewed for the project. The results from their WNRC 
search recommendations are covered in the WNRC section of this narrative. The 
Historian’s Office also identified 20 documents (70 pages) it had compiled from other 
OSD archives from its research for the Secretaries of Defense Historical Series 
publication documenting the tenure of Secretary of Defense Harold Brown during the 
Carter administration. The results reflected: 

o 19 total documents (62 pages). OSD completed a review of these records and 
determined they could be released in their entirety. However, documents contain 
other Government agency information and required review by those agencies. 

o 1 document (8 pages). OSD completed a review of this record and determined it 
could be released in part and was sanitized. It also contains the information of 
other Government agencies and requires review by those agencies. 

OSD Mandatory Declassification Review (MDR) Office: A search of the OSD MDR 
Database yielded 2 responsive records: 

o 1 document (20 pages) that was released in its entirety by OSD; originated from 
the Ronald Reagan Presidential Library. 

o 1 document (1 page) that was released in its entirety by OSD; originated from a 
request by the OSD Historian. 

DoD Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) Office: A search of the FOIA online library 
yielded no responsive documents. 

DoD Office of Prepublication and Security Review (DOPSR): A search of DOPSR’s 
database repository yielded no responsive documents 

National Archives and Records Administration (NARA) accessioned records: OSD has 
not yet accessioned records to NARA from this time period. Staff at the National 
Declassification Center (NDC) provided OSD with a spreadsheet of 149 cubic feet of RG 
330 records it recommended OSD search. OSD determined these records pre-dated the 
tasker and therefore were non-responsive. 

Washington National Records Center (WNRC): OSD Staff searched the OSD Executive 
Archive - an electronic repository of permanent OSD historical and sensitive records 
(holding approximately 40 million pages) from 1946 to present and SF 135s to identify 
series and documents within RG 330 where there might be responsive records. In all, 
OSD staff identified 38 accession series totaling 242 Federal Records Center boxes for 
document-level review which were then scanned and searched; yielding approximately 
3,000,000 pages to search for related terms, resulting in 535 documents totaling 20,967 
pages to undergo further detailed relevancy screening. This additional vetting removed 
false positive documents and/or documents not relating to the search terms (i.e. a 
document containing one of the search terms but not connected to Argentina), although 
some records were erred on the side of inclusiveness. Of those 535 documents, detailed 
screening results yielded: 


e 273 total documents (3,502 pages) of which OSD has no objection to release in full, 
however some documents are subject to review by other agencies. 

e 2 documents (120 pages) of which OSD has no objection to release in part due to 
Classified National Security Information considerations and subject to review by 
other agencies. 


e 3 documents (15 pages) of which OSD has no objection to release in part due to 
FOIA considerations under exemption FOIA (b)(6). 
e Through our review we determined referrals are required for:

*One responsive document in particular was originated by the U.S. - Canada Permanent Joint 
Board on Defense. This document is jointly classified by the U.S. and Canada which would 
require the Government of Canada to review prior to public release. After consulting with the 
Department of State (DOS), it was determined that DOS cannot review for public release on 
Canada’s behalf. Therefore due to country restrictions, we were unable to process the document 
for public release. The document was relevant to the Presidential Tasker as it contained 
information related to U.S./Canadian development of foreign/military relations with Argentina in 
the context of the Falklands War.

Information that Requires Restriction 
OSD outlined specific portions/pages of documents as "Non Responsive" in our review of the 


records for public release, therefore for this Presidential Tasking those portions were not 
processed for public release. Of the portions of the documents reviewed for release: for 294 
documents OSD had no objection to release in their entirety. For 2 documents OSD partially 
released for Classified National Security Information reasons; OSD information is exempt from 
release per Executive Order 13526 “Classified National Security Information,” Sections 
3.3(b)(1),(6), and 6.2(a). Section 3.3(b)(1) protects information that could be expected to reveal 
the identity of a confidential human source, a human intelligence source, a relationship with an 
intelligence or security service of a foreign government or international organization, or a 
nonhuman intelligence source; or impair the effectiveness of an intelligence method currently in 
use, available for use, or under development. Section 3.3(b)(6) protects foreign government 
information that would cause serious harm to relations between the United States and a foreign 
government, or to ongoing diplomatic activities of the United States. Section 6.2(a) protects 
“Restricted Data” and “Formerly Restricted Data” information in conformity with the provisions 
of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, as amended, and regulations issued under that Act. For 3 
documents OSD partially released for Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) reasons; OSD 
information is exempt from release per FOIA, 5 U.S.C. 552(b)(6). FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 
protects information which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal 
privacy of certain individuals. Lastly as explained above, | document was excluded from review 
due to country restrictions. 


Record Review/Release Summary 

In summation, due to the review decisions made by OSD and the other agencies that contained 
equity in the responsive documents (listed in the Agency Referral Table above), the totals for 
OSD’s found records for this project are as follows: 300 total documents/3,278 total pages, 170 
records released in full/2,663 pages released in full, 129 records released in part/1,044 pages 
released in part (*10 pages from this set were withheld in full and therefore excluded from the 
partially released pages total), and 1 record excluded from review/11 pages excluded from 
review.

SUBJECT: Argentina Declassification Project 


In response to a request from Argentinian President Marcri, the White House has 
committed to providing information related to Argentina’s “Dirty War”. The Department has 
been tasked to review relevant documents that shed light on human rights abuses, terrorism, and 
acts of political violence between January 1, 1975, and December 31, 1984. Specifically, DoD is 
to identify relevant materials based on the search terms provided, and review the materials for 
declassification and public release (Attachment 1). 


Additional background information on this request from the National Security Council 
(NSC) is provided (Attachment 2), and includes the list of search terms Components should use 
to identify and retrieve responsive documents for declassification review. The first phase of this 
process requires Components to search their records and records series to identify potentially 
responsive material. Components are then tasked to conduct declassification and public release 
reviews, and provide relevant material to this office for ultimate release to the NSC and the 
Office of the Director of National Intelligence. 


Components are directed to conduct a search of all files and information that may be 
relevant to this request and release all information except information that continues to meet the 
standards for national security classification under Executive Order 13526, “Classified National 
Security Information,” information prohibited by statute, personal privacy, sensitive law 
enforcement information, or information which could cause serious and identifiable harm to the 
deliberative process. 


Request each Component: 


1. Acknowledge receipt of this memo via email to the Points of Contact listed below, 
no later than two weeks after receipt (osd.mc-alex.dod- 
cio.mbx.records_datacall@mail.mil). The email should include name and contact 


information (telephone and email) of individuals who are responsible for the search 
and review for public release of the subject information. 


2. Conduct a thorough search of all the records (regardless of media), documents, 
materials, databases, and other holdings in your organization’s custody or control (i.e. 
accessioned records or FOIA requests), whether classified or not, that may be relevant 
to this request. 


3. Provide this office with the following information using the template at TAB C, no 
later than September 16, 2016: 


a. Names and contact information (telephone and email) of individuals who 
coordinated the search. 

b. Names of the offices/components/units searched. 

c. Using the terms of the Argentinian request attached under TAB B, identify 
relevant Component records. 

d. Email results to osd.mc-alex.dod-cio.mbx.records_datacall@mail.mil 


4. Ensure responsive information under your authority or control is preserved and 
maintained. Document and report to this office the inadvertent or suspected loss of 
any potentially responsive material. 


5. Complete a review of the material identified for public release and provide all 
responsive documents, with results (to include TAB C), via CD to the mailing address 
below, no later than March 1, 2017. This address is cleared to receive up to 
“Top Secret” Information. The review should include privacy considerations, 
declassification results, and any recommendations for referrals. All packages are to 
be double-wrapped (inner envelope, Attn: PATTI BENNER, Mark Center, Suite 
11E08), and mailed to the address provided below:

SUBJECT: Argentina Declassification Project 


The Administration continues to support efforts to clarify the 
facts surrounding human rights abuses, acts of terrorism, and 
political violence in Argentina during the “Dirty War” period 
from 1975 through 1984. The Clinton Administration began this 
effort though a commitment by then-Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright to review Department of State cables for 
declassification. Former Secretary of State Colin Powell 
continued the work on this project and, in 2002, provided 
approximately 4,700 declassified cables to the Government of 
Argentina. 


The Administration is committed to continuing and expanding this 
declassification effort, to include documents from the 
Intelligence Community, law enforcement departments and 
agencies, the military, the National Archives and Records 
Administration, State, and the U.S. Agency for International 


Development. In response to a personal request from Argentine 
President Mauricio Macri, the President announced his intention 
to undertake this project while on an official visit to 
Argentina, noting “we have a responsibility to confront the past 
with honesty and transparency.” 


In support of the President’s commitment, your department or 
agency is asked to prioritize support for this effort consistent 
with further direction from the Director of National 
Intelligence (DNI) and National Security Council (NSC) staff. 
Your department or agency is asked to review responsive records 
for declassification and public access, in accordance with 
section 3 of Executive Order 13526, -“Classified National 
Security Information.’ 


DNI will coordinate all public access review of third agency 
referrals. The point of contact at DNI is Jennifer Hudson, 
Director, Information Management Division. She can be reached

Tasking Information and Schedule 


This paper provides additional detail and information needed for 
agencies to support this project. It is intended to support the 
June 13, 2016 Memorandum from Suzanne A. George, NSC Executive 
Secretary, on this topic. 


Scope 


It is intended that this project apply to all Intelligence 
Community agencies and components, the Department of Defense and 
its components, the Department of Justice, the National Archives 
and the Presidential Libraries, the Department of State and the 
U.S. Agency for International Development. 


Agencies should conduct a detailed search of their documents and 
records series, documenting those series and keywords searched. 
Attached at Tab A is a list of search terms and supporting 
information intended to assist agencies in the identification 
and retrieval of documents for declassification review that shed 
light on human rights abuses, terrorism, and acts of political 
violence between January 1, 1975 and December 31, 1984. This 
list of search terms is not meant to be all-inclusive but is 
meant to serve as a guide to aid comprehensive searches. 
Attached at Tab B is a list prepared by the Department of 
State’s Historian’s Office. It represents the various archival 
collections and series their historians used to compile the 
Latin America volumes for the Foreign Relations of the United 
States series. Agencies are encouraged to use this aid, if 
applicable, and utilize additional search strategies tailored to 
their specific missions and record-keeping systems -- and thus 
likely to surface relevant materials in their individual © 
collections. . 


Agency staff conducting searches should err on the side of 
inclusiveness and provide all documents pertaining to human 
rights abuses related to Argentina. Additionally, the Records 
Access and Information Security Interagency Policy Committee 
(RAIS IPC) has identified four other tasks to make this project 
as thorough as possible. . These other tasks are:

e Search for, identify, and review for public access 
responsive records from the Ford, Carter, Reagan and George 
H.W. Bush Presidential Libraries; 

e Search for, identify, and review for public access 
responsive portions from the President’s Daily Brief from 
the Ford, Carter, and Reagan administrations; 

e Re-review documents previously excised or exempted from the 
State Department’s 2002 Argentina Declassification Project 
to determine if additional information can be publicly 
released; and 

e Prioritize the Argentina and Regional chapters of the 
Foreign Relations of the United States (FRUS) 1977-1981 
South America volume for expedited publication. 


Standards for Review and Release 


In reviewing documents, the President has directed that agencies 
release as much information as possible. Public disclosure is 
in the foreign policy interest of the United States. Agencies 
are directed to release all relevant information except the 
following: information that continues to meet the standards for 
national security classification under Executive order 13526, 
“Classified National Security Information” (“the Order”), 
information the release of which is prohibited by statute, 
information the release of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, sensitive law 
enforcement information, or information which would cause 
serious and identifiable harm to the deliberative process. 


This public access review should be conducted on a word-for-word 
basis, and not based on a pass/fail review. Agencies should 
consult publicly available sources and conduct additional 
research as part of its public access review process. Agencies 
should also consider, as acts of discretion under Section 3.1(d) 
of the Order, whether information that normally would be 
protected should be disclosed as disclosure is in the public 
interest. 


Schedule and Interagency Coordination 


The overall goal is to complete all public access review by 
December 2017. Within this timeframe, agencies should complete 
the following actions by the deadlines established below. This

proposed schedule may be modified, depending on the overall 
volume of records identified by agencies as potentially 
responsive. 


As noted in the Tasking Memorandum to agencies, the Office of 
the Director of National Intelligence (ODNI) will coordinate all 
public access review of third-agency referrals in accordance 
with section 3 of the Order. The NSC and ODNI will co-host 
periodic interagency meetings to monitor progress and to resolve 
any questions or challenges that arise during implementation.

Task 1: Make U.S. Government Documents Available to the Public 


Agencies search their records and records series to identify 
potentially responsive documents by September 30, 2016. 


Agencies provide detailed list of potentially responsive 
documents to the NSC, as chair of the RAIS IPC, and ODNI by 
September 30, 2016. 


Agencies conduct public access review, make determinations on 
their equity information and provide documents and 
determinations to the ODNI by March 31, 2017. 


Agencies receive equity referrals from the ODNI, conduct public 
access review and make public access determinations on them, and 
provide this information to the ODNI by August 31, 2017. 


The ODNI completes all quality control processes, compiles the 
public release versions of the documents onto a CD (or other 
appropriate media) and provides copies to agencies by November 
30, 2017. 


The Department of State provides the Government of Argentina 
with CDs of declassified documents by December 15, 2017. 


Agencies make the declassified documents available on their 
website by December 30, 2017. 
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Task 2: Make Presidential Libraries Documents Available to the 
Public 


The four Presidential Libraries (Ford, Carter, Reagan, and 
George H.W. Bush) search for, identify, and provide copies of 
potentially responsive records to the NSC by July 31, 2016. 


The NSC completes its declassification review and provides them 
to the ODNI. The ODNI coordinates the referral review of these 
documents by providing them to equity-owning agencies. Agencies 
complete their public access review and provide the ODNI with 
their determinations by October 30, 2016. 


The ODNI completes all quality control processes, compiles the 
public release versions on a CD (or other suitable media) and 
provides copies to the Presidential Libraries and the Department 
of State. The Presidential Libraries make the declassified 
documents available on their websites by December 30, 2016. 


The Department of State provides the Government of Argentina 
with CDs of declassified documents by December 30, 2016. 


Task 3: Make Responsive Portions of the PDB Available to the 


Public 


The CIA searches for, identifies, and conducts discretionary 
public access review, including any referrals to other agencies, 
on potentially responsive portions of the President’s Daily 
Brief from the Ford, Carter, and Reagan administrations by July 
31, 2016. 


The CIA makes copies of the declassified documents available to 
the public on its website by September 30, 2016. 


Task 4: Make Previously Withheld Documents Available to the 


Public 


The State Department compiles documents that were withheld from 
public access in 2002. It conducts a public access review for 
those withheld or exempted potions, identifies withheld equity 
information belonging to other agencies and provides this 
information to the ODNI by June 30, 2016. 


The ODNI coordinates the review of these documents by providing 
them to equity-owning agencies for their review. Agencies 
complete their public access review and provide the ODNI with 
their determinations by September 30, 2016.

Agencies expedite the declassification review of two chapters, 
Argentina and Regional Issues, and complete their review by 
August 31, 2016. 


The Historian’s Office submits these two chapters for 
typesetting by September 30, 2016. 


The Historian’s Office publishes these two chapters as a 
compilation on its website by September 30, 2017. 


Agencies complete the declassification review of the remaining 
nine chapters by October 31, 2016. 


The Historian's Office submits the remaining nine chapters for 
typesetting by December 30, 2016. 


The Historian’s Office publishes the entire volume on its 
website by December 30, 2017.

- Claudio, Lila and Luis Epelbaum, disappeared in Aug-Nov. 1976. Their mother, Rene de 
Epelbaum becomes a founder of the Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo 

- Adolfo Perez Esquivel, 1980 Nobel Peace Prize Winner who was tortured in 1977 

- Marcelo Gelman, son of exiled Argentine poet and Montoneros sympathizer who disappeared

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- Noemi Esther Giannetti de Molfino, Montoneros exile who was kidnapped in Peru in June 1980 

- Ruben de Gregorio, disappeared in December 1977 and subject of US reporting 

- Raymundo Gleyzer, Argentine filmmaker who is abducted and disappears on May 27, 1976, 
three years after releasing his movie, “The Traitors.” 

- Dr. Augustin Goiburu, exiled Paraguayan opposition leader who is abducted in Argentina and 
disappeared 

- Joao Goulart, former President of Brazil (1961-64) who was ousted in a coup and later lived in 
exile in the town of Mercedes in the Corrientes province in Argentina. Died on December 6, 
1976 of a heart attack. Some have speculated and others have charged that he was poisoned as 
part of Operation Condor 

- David Graiver, an Argentine businessman and banker who allegedly supported the La Opinion 
newspaper and was investigated by the FBI of laundering money to support the Monteneros. 
Killed in a plane crash in Mexico in 1976.

- Edgardo Sajon, editor of La Opinion who disappears on April 1, 1977 

- Mario Roberto Santucho, a leader of the ERP, killed in July 1976 

- Susana Lenor Sivar, partner of Montoneros leader Marcelo Reinhold who was kidnapped and 
disappeared in August 1977 

- Hector Hidalgo Sola, Argentine Ambassador to Venezuela, disappeared on July 18, 1977 
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Jacobo Timerman, Argentine journalist who spoke out against human rights violations as editor

- Leftists, Radicals, Subversives, and Communists, terms used interchangeably by the junta to 
describe their opponents 

- Montoneros, also called MPN, a left-wing military guerilla group in the 1970s-80s; opponent of 
the dictatorship 

- Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo or Madres de la Plaza de Mayo, a group of mothers whose 
sons/daughters disappeared who started a weekly protest in the Plaza de Mayo in front of the 
Casa Rosada, the Presidential Palace, in 1977. Fifteen members are abducted in December 1977 

- Organismo Coordinador de Operaciones Antisubversivas (OCOA), Uruguayan intelligence unit 
that operated in Argentina 

- Operacion Colombo, Chilean military operation in Argentina that results in the May 1975 
disappearance of over 100 Chileans 

- Operation Independence, or Operacion Independencia, Government military operation in 
Tucaman province to eliminate the ERP in 1975-76 

- Operation Mexico, a failed Argentine intelligence operation to identify and kidnap Montoneros 
leaders living in exile in Mexico City in 1978 

- Operacion Primicia, Montoneros military operation in 1975 against the military base in Formosa 
province 

- MPN, Movemiento Peronista Montonero, also called Montoneros, a left-wing military guerrilla 
group in the 1970s-80s opposed to the dictatorship 

- People’s Revolutionary Army, or ERP, a military guerilla group opposed to the dictatorship 

- Process for National Reorganization, term used to describe military efforts, including human 
rights abuses, to consolidate power and form a dictatorship in 1976 

- La Salette, a Catholic religious order that focused its pastoral work in the poor neighborhood in 
Cordoba. Six members, including US citizen James Weeks, were abducted, detained, and 
tortured at La Perla detention center in August 1976 

- San Patrizio Massacre, occurred on July 4, 1976 with the murder of three Pallottine Priests and 
two seminarians by Argentina security forces 

- Southern Cone, geographical designation often used in the United States to refer to the military 
dictatorships in South America during the 1970’s-80’s 

-  Tropas Especiales de Agitacion, also known by acronyms TEA and TEI, Montoneros Special 
Agitation Troops and Special Infantry Troops in 1979-80 who sought to infiltrate Argentina and 
conduct a counter-offensive 

- World Cup, played in Argentina in June 1978. Argentina defeated Peru 6-0 to advance to the 
elimination round. Immediately, accusations of match-fixing were made, including allegations 
that President Videla agreed to accept Peruvian political prisoners for a victory 
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Dates and Events: 


January 15, 1975 — Ford Motor Company showroom in Buenos Aires is bombed 

January 29, 1975 — 14 ERP members arrested for the 1973 kidnapping of Firestone/Argentina 
executive John Thompson 

February 9, 1975 — Argentine Army launches Operacion Independencia in Tucuman province to 
eliminate the ERP 

February 26, 1975 — US Consular Officer, John Patrick Egan is kidnapped by the Montoneros in 
Cordoba and killed two days later 

March 9, 1975 — US is informed by Argentine intelligence of a plan to kidnap the US ambassador 
June 6, 1975 — Legal attache Robert Scherrer receives a report on the arrest of Jorge Fuentes 
(Chile MIR leader) and Amilcar Santucho (Argentine ERP leader) in Paraguay 

July 11, 1975 — Jose Lopez Rega resigns as Minister of Social Welfare 

July 1975 — 119 Chilean exiles and dissidents disappear or are killed in Operacion Colombo, an 
early joint military operation by Chilean and Argentine forces in what will become Operation 
Condor 

August 27, 1975 — President Isabel Peron appoints Gen. Jorge Videla as head of the Army 
October 5, 1975 - airline hijacking by Montoneros and attack on military base in Formosa 
province 

October 7, 1975 — President Isabel Peron issues Executive Order 2770, creating the Internal 
Security Council (ISC) and the National Defense Council (NDC) and giving the military authority 
over internal security 

October 11, 1975 — President Gerald Ford receives an intelligence briefing indicating the 
possibility of a military coup in Argentina 

November 1, 1975 — French citizen Jean Yves Claudet, a Chilean activist and opponent of 
Pinochet, is arrested at his hotel in Buenos Aires and disappears 

November 25 — December 1, 1975, Operation Condor agreed to: Intelligence services from 
Southern Cone countries meet in Santiago, Chile under the invitation and leadership of Manuel 
Contreras, the head of the Chilean intelligence service, and agree to share intelligence in what 
will become known as Operation Condor 

December 28, 1975 — Montoneros leader Roberto Quieto is captured by the Argentine military 
and disappears 

February 1976 — Otto Paladino named head of SIDE 

March 2, 1976 — Adm. Emilio Massera, Gen. Jorge Videla and Adolfo Tortolo, the Arch-bishop of 
Parana meet to plan the coup 

March 11, 1976, CIA Director George H.W. Bush meets with President Ford and, as part of his 
briefing, notes the possibility for a coup in Argentina 

March 24, 1976 — Isabel Peron deposed in a military coup and placed under house arrest ina 
small town in the province of Neuquen; Jorge Videla is named President 

March — April 1976 — U.S. approves $48 million in foreign military assistance for the new 
Argentine government 

April 2, 1976 — Argentine citizen Graciela Rutila Artes and her 9-month old daughter, Carla are 
kidnapped in Oruro, Bolivia as part of Operation Condor and sent to the Orletti detention 
center. Graciela is killed while her daughter is adopted by an intelligence officer at the Orletti 
detention center, Eduardo Ruffo. 
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- April 10, 1976 — Argentine military arrest Chilean exile and opposition leader Edgardo Enriquez 
Espinoza and other Chilean opposition members in Argentina. He is sent to El Olimpo, Campo 
de Mayo and ESMA before handed over to the Chilean intelligence service 

- April 30, 1976 —Gwenda Mae Lopez, a US citizen, is arrested and detained at the Rosario 
detention center. 

- May 1976, Gen. Roberto Viola issues a secret order restructuring the armed forces to focus on 
counter-terrorism and a military campaign to deal with it ; 

- May 4, 1976 — Argentine write Haroldo Conti is kidnapped at his home in Buenos Aires and 
disappears 

- May 5, 1976 — US citizen Mercedes Naveiro Bender is detained by security forces. Under US 
Embassy pressure, she is released two days later 

- May 14, 1976 — Monica Mignone is detained by Argentine police and her case is publicized in 
the IACHR 

- May 18, 1976 - Zelmar Michelini and Hector Guitierrez Ruiz, former Uruguayan legislators living 
in exile in Buenos Aires, are kidnapped and found murdered two days later 

- May 24, 1976 — US citizen, Elida Messina, coordinator of the Fulbright Commission in Argentina 
is abducted by Argentinian police. Under US Embassy pressure and Amb. Hill’s intervention, she 
is released three days later 

- May 27, 1976 — Amb. Hill presents a demarche to the Argentine government over human rights 
abuses 

- May 27, 1976 — Argentine filmmaker Reymundo Gleyzer is kidnapped and disappears 

- Late May 1976 — the Intelligence services of the Condor Countries meet in Santiago and agree to 
establish a joint intelligence database and a communications network 

- June 3, 1976 — exiled Bolivian President Juan Jose Torres is found murdered in Buenos Aires 

- June 8, 1976 — Uruguayan labor leader Geraldo Gatti and other Uruguayan members of the 
Uruguayan Resistencia Obero-Estudantil (ROE) are abducted in Buenos Aires 

- June 9, 1976 — Argentine Catholic Commission on Immigration office is ransacked and records 
relating to thousands of immigrants are stolen. Two days later, 26 immigrants from Uruguay 
and Chile are abducted 

- June 10, 1976 — US Secretary of State Henry Kissinger meets with Argentine Foreign Minister 
Cesar Guzzetti in Santiago 

- July 1, 1976 — Patricio Biedma Schadewaldt, an exiled member of the Chilean MIR opposition 
party, is arrested in Argentina and held at the Orletti detention center and disappears 

- July 4, 1976 — Argentine police kill three Pallottine Catholic priests, Alfredo Kelly, Alfredo 
Leaden, and Pedro Dufau and two seminarians, Salvadore Barbeito and Emilio Berletti in what 
becomes known as the San Patrizio Massacre 

- July 13, 1976 — 30 Uruguayan exiles are kidnapped in Buenos Aires and taken to the Orletti 
detention center 

- July 19, 1976 — Mario Roberto Santucho, leader of the ERP is killed in a military raid and other 
ERP leaders are captured and detained at Campo de Mayo 

- August 1976 — Argentine military begins joint counter-terrorism training exercises with Condor 
countries in Buenos Aires 

- August 1976 — Argentine intelligence informs the US that its intelligence indicates the ERP is 
targeting US military advisor Lloyd Gracey for assassination 
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- August 3, 1976 — US Citizen and priest James Martin Weeks is arrested and detained with five 
seminary students. Under US Embassy pressure, he is released three weeks later 

- August 20, 1976 — 30 people are killed in a massacre in Pilar in Buenos Aires province 

- August 23, 1976 —The Department of State instructs its Ambassadors in Southern Cone 
countries to issue demarches about Operation Condor and the need to respect human rights 

- August 26, 1976 — US citizen Marta Alicia Panero is arrested in Cordoba and her sister, Maria 
Susana Panero is arrested a week later 

- September 13, 1976 — US citizen Patricia A. Erb is abducted from her family’s home in Buenos 
Aires. Under U.S. Embassy pressure, she is released the next month, October 1976, and 
expelled from Argentina. She publicizes the names of many people she knew from her 
detention 

- September 15-17, 1976 — Argentine military officials, led by Gen. Roberto Viola meet with 
Brazilian military officials to discuss intelligence matters 

- September 24, 1976 — SIDE and Uruguayan security officers conduct a counter-terorrism raid in 
Buenos Aires against exiled militant Uruguayan group OPR-33. All members are killed or 
disappear 

- September 29, 1976 — Five members of the Montoneros leadership are killed in a raid in Buenos 
Aires, including Maria Victoria Hilda Walsh, the daughter of Argentine writer Roberto Walsh 

- October —- November 1976 — President Videla visits Southern Cone countries (Bolivia, Chile, 
Paraguay, and Peru). Declassified CIA reports describe his visit to Chile as one to discuss 
counter-terrorism cooperation 

- October 6-7, 1976 — Argentine Deputy Foreign Minister meets Secretary of State Kissinger and 
Deputy Secretary Robinson 

- November 4, 1976 — Argentine exiles Claudio and Lila Epelbaum are kidnapped in Punta del 
Este, Uruguay 

- December 1976 — The US State Department rejects a munitions export license for SIDE based on 
human rights abuses 

- December 6, 1976 — former Brazilian President Joao Goulart dies in Argentina 

- December 13, 1976 - In what has become known as the “Margarita Belen Massacre,” 22 
Montoneros prisoners killed while transporting them to a different prison 

- December 13-16, 1976 — According to a declassified CIA cable, representatives from the 
intelligence services of Operation Condor countries meet in Buenos Aires to discuss future plans. 

- Early 1977 — Gen. Otto Paladino, head of SIDE, and his deputies Adcel Vilas, Juan A. Buasso and 
Rodolfo C. Mujica are replaced 

- February 9, 1977 — Paraguayan opposition leader Dr. Augustin Goiburu is kidnapped in 
Argentina and disappears 

- March 1977 — US Assistant Secretary of State for Human Rights Patricia Derian visits Buenos 
Aires and meets with Argentine leaders, US embassy officials, and others 

- March 24, 1977 — Argentine writer Rudolfo Walsh published a letter denouncing the Argentine 
government 

- March 25, 1977 — Walsh is killed by the Argentine military 

- April 1, 1977 — Edgardo Sajon, editor of the La Opinion newspaper, is kidnapped and disappears 

- April 15, 1977 — La Opinion editor, Jacobo Timerman is kidnapped by armed men and then held 
as prisoner at Campo de Mayo and other detention centers. Argentine security forces also 
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arrest the deputy editor Enrique Jara and many writers and journalists associated with his 
newspaper, most are killed or disappear 

- May 7, 1977 —- Montoneros guerillas injure Argentine Foreign Minister Guzzetti in an 
assassination attempt in Buenos Aires 

- June 22, 1977 — Jacobo Kovadloff, the head of the American Jewish Committee in Buenos Aires 
and his family leave Argentina for New York after receiving death threats 

- August 13-16, 1977 — Assistant Secretary of State for Inter-American Affairs Terence Todman 
visits Buenos Aires and meets with Argentine government officials, including President Videla, 
Minister of Economy Martinez de Hoz, Minister of Foreign Affairs Montes, and Argentine 
Supreme Court justices. He also meéts with labor and political leaders 

- August 27, 1977 — Five members of the Deutsch family are arrested in Cordoba 

- September 1977 — Argentine and Paraguayan intelligence leaders meet in Ascuncion, Paraguay 

- September 6-9, 1977 — President Videla visits the United States and meets with President Carter 
on September 7. Carter asks Videla about Jacobo Timerman and the Deutsch family and informs 
Videla that human rights groups are compiling a list of names of people who have disappeared 
or are in prison 

- November 1977 — Nineteen members of the Ceramic Workers Union from the Lozadur and 
Cattaneo factories are abducted 

- November 20-22, 1977 — US Secretary of State Cyrus Vance visits Buenos Aires and meets with 
President Videla and other Argentine leaders and gives the list of the names to President Videla 

- December 8-11, 1977 — Fifteen members of the Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo are abducted at 
the Santa Cruz Church, including founder Azucena Villaflor de Vicenti and two French nuns, and 
disappear. 

- January 1978 - Mexican police arrest Argentinian intelligence agents from the 121* Intelligence 
Battalion in Mexico City. They are expelled for spying on Montoneros exiles 

- April 10, 1978 — US Ambassador Raul Castro issues a demarche to Argentine President Videla 
about the disappeared members of the Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo and the two French nuns 

- April 10, 1978 — Horacio Domingo Maggio, a Montoneros leader, escapes from the ESMA 
detention center and writes US Ambassador Raul Castro informing him of the torture taking 
place there and names prisoners, including Swedish citizen Dagmar Hagelin, French nuns Alice 
Domon and Renee Duquet, journalist Enrique Jara and Amb. Hector Manuel Hidalgo Sola. 

- June 24, 1978 — Henry Kissinger visits Buenos Aires to watch a World Cup soccer match and the 
Associated Press reports on statements Kissinger makes denouncing President Carter’s human 
rights policies 

- July 28, 1978 — Chilean Communist party leader Cristina Carreno is arrested in Argentina and 
disappears 

- Fall, 1978 — Under Secretary of State for Political Affairs David Newsom visits Argentina 

- September, 1978 — Vice President Mondale meets with President Videla in Rome for the 
convocation of Pope John Paul | 

- November 29, 1978 — Argentine policy arrest 60 members of two catholic youth organizations 

- December 28, 1978 — An Argentine diplomat on assignment in Paris, France, Elena Holmberg 
Lanusse, daughter of former President Alejandro Lanusse, is kidnapped by Argentine military 
forces and found dead in Buenos Aires 
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- August 1979 — State Department instructs Us Embassy in Buenos Aires to investigate 
disappearances and secret detention centers 

- August 3-14, 1979 — Several high-profile opponents of the Argentine government, including 
members of the Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo are abducted and disappear 

- September 12, 1979 — Amelia Adriana Lesgart, a Montoneros leader who has infiltrated 
Argentina as part of its TEA counteroffensive, is captured and disappears

Alberto Mendizabal, who have infiltrated Argentina as part of its TEA counteroffensive are killed 
by security forces 

- September 20, 1979 — the IACHR visits Buenos Aires and the ESMA prison 

- September 28, 1979 - Gen. Viola fires Gen. Menendez as commander of the 3" Army Corps 

- October 30, 1979 — Argentine intelligence officers assault three US embassy employees 

- November — December 1979 — Argentine intelligence and military begin to advise Central 
American counties on counter-terrorism policies 

- December 3, 1979 — Robert Cox, publisher of the Buenos Aires Herald, flees Argentina after 
death threats 

- April 7, 1980 — The US embassy receives information from an Argentine intelligence source 
about several counter-terrorism activities and operations, including one where Montoneros 
leaders Horacio Campiglia and Monica Susana Pinus de Binstock are captured in Rio de Janeiro 
and returned to Argentina. The source also informs the US Embassy of the location of Thelma 
Jara de Cabezas, a leader of the Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo protest group who was detained 
in April 1979 and sent to ESMA. 

- June 12 —-July 21, 1980 — Three Argentine citizens, Julia Inez Santos de Acabal, Julio Cesar 
Ramirez, and Noemi Esther Gianetti de Molfino, are kidnapped in Lima, Peru in a joint 
operation between Peruvian and Argentine intelligence services. Gianetti’s body in found in 
Madrid, Spain on July 21 

- August 27, 1980 — former Paraguayan Communist party leader Antonio Maidana and Emilio Roa 
are abducted in Buenos Aires 

- October 1980 — Argentine intelligence begins planning the assassination of former Bolivian 
President Hernan Siles Suazo 

- February 24-25, 1981 — Along with US Ambassador Harry Shlaudeman, Gen. Vernon Walters 
meets separately with President Videla, President-elect Viola, Foreign Minsiter Pastor and then 
with the three Argentine military chiefs, Gen. Galtieri (Army), Gen. Graffigna (Air Force) and 
Adm. Lambruschini (Navy) in Buenos Aires to discuss possible Argentine military assistance to El 
Salvador 

- February 28, 1981 - Emiglio Mignone is arrested and his Center for Legal and Social Studies 
office is raided after he testifies in Geneva before the United Nations Human Rights 
Commission. He is released six days later following international pressure 

- March 15-18, 1981 — President Roberto Viola and other Argentine government officials visit the 
United States and meets with President Reagan on March 17 

- June 1981 — US Army Chief of Staff, Gen. Edward C. Meyer, visits Buenos Aires and meets with 
Gen. Galtieri and other Argentine military leaders

August 1981 — Gen. Galtieri visits the United States and meets with Gen. Edward Meyer, CIA 
Director William Casey and National Security Advisor Richard V. Allen to discuss Argentine

La Esquelita de Bahia Blanco, a detention center in Buenos Aires province from 1976-78 

La Escuelita de Famailla, a detention center in Tucuman province set up in 1975 that held up to
